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A new path towards public 

housing NDG community creates 

its own non-profit housing project

As governments continue cut- 
ting funds to social housing in 
Montréal, starting on October 1 
the NDG community will initiate 
its own housing project. 

In March of this year, NDG 
Community Council, along with 
City Councilors and non-profit 
groups such asTelaide and Head 
and Hands, formed a body called 
Les Habitations 

Communautaires de Notre- 
Dame-de-Grace (LHCNDG). 

LHCNDG members call the 
organisation "a representative 
group that will use local exper- 
tise, resources, and labour to 
create adequate and affordable 
housing in our community." 

As its first project, the 
LHCNDG has collaborated with 
Regroupement des organismes 
du Montréal ethnique pour le 
logement (ROMEL)— a tenant 
rights group— to establish the 
new 32-unit housing facility. 30 
percent of these units will be 
set aside for low-income or sub- 
sidised housing. 

Jason Hughes, a member of 
the LHCNDG board, wrote that 
the project "shows the commit- 
ment of local individuals, using 
their own resources, to act crea- 



tively around issues of local hous- 
ing and development." 

Subsidised units will be occu- 
pied by those who meet the re- 
quirements set by the province 
through the Habitation à Loyer 
Modique (HLM). The HLM have 
set the rents at 25 per cent of the 
occupant's income. 

Although the response from 
people in need of low-income 
housing in NDG has been good, 
Hughes admitted that the lack 
of refrigerators and stoves in 
the units is deterring others. He 
observed that it is "a cost that 
many people are not able to 
cover themselves." 

Through an aquisition pro- 
gramme, organisers of the 
LHCNDG are hoping to bid for 
contracts to construct other low- 
income housing units in the fu- 
ture. 

However, under the provin- 
cial budget, Montréal is only 
slated to receive 300 new hous- 
ing units this year. Whether or 
not the LHCNDG will acquire a 
proportion of these 300 units is 
uncertain. 

In June of 1 995, non-profit 
housing in Montréal was weak- 
ened when Mayor Pierre 
Bourque dissolved the Société 
des Habitations et de 



Développement de Montréal 
(SDHM), a para-municipal real 
estate corporation with the 
mandate of buying and devel- 
oping land for low-income hous- 
ing in the city 

Bourque dismantled the 
SHDM, taking low-income hous- 
ing out of the jurisdiction of the 
municipal governments handing 
the responsibility to non-profit 
organisations 

Ken Monteith, director of 
Head and Hands and board 
member of LHCNDG, said that 
"This situation [the dismantling 
of SHDM] is certainly an unfor- 
tunate one for subsidised hous- 
ing in Montréal." 

Thefactthatgovernmentson 
the federal, provincial, and mu- 
nicipal levelsaredivestingthem- 
selves of the financial and or- 
ganisational responsibility for 
low-income housing in Montreal 
is one which, some feel, is a 
symptom of a greater problem. 

"I think that what we are 
seeing here is the government 
on all levels washing its hands of 
its social responsibility and leav- 
ing issues such as low-income 
housing as the responsibility of 
community groups," said David 
Alper, director of Multi-caf, a 
food bank and community or- 



ganisation in Côte des Neiges. 

However, the LHCNDG seems 
to be incorporating the efforts 
of non-profit organisations to 
make up for the loss. 

LHCNDG'sprojectwasfunded 
in part by the NDG Community 
Council and in part by an asso- 
ciation of federal and provincial 
funds. These funds made possi- 
ble the renovations and a mort- 
gage on the properties held by 
LHCNDG. 

The co-ordinated efforts of 
the different groups on a project 
of this kind is new in Montréal. 
Monteith said, "I'm not sure if 
we can expect to see more or- 
ganisations like this one in 
Montréal, but we can definitely 
expect to see LHCNDG doing 
more in NDG."

So boasts the 
jacket cover of Evelyn Lau's first 
novel, OtherWomen, comparing 
it to the Marguerite Duras clas- 
sic. 

The comparison to Duras' 
novel immediately caught my 
attention because I couldn't 
fathom a story, or a style, like 
Duras' existing outside of the 
lazy era of the early century. 



person chapters read almost 
journalistically with events and 
emotions related scientifically; 
the use of the second-person 
pronoun in the opposing chap- 
ters forces the reader from a 
voyeuristic vantage point to 
claustrophobic participation. 
And, of course, these sections 
are filled with rich description 
that makes Fiona's pain and iso- 
lation more immediate. 

Unfortunately, the power 
that this type of structure could 
have imparted to the novel is 



It could be argued that this 
repetition re-enforcesthe vicious 
cycle of obsession and isolation 
that are so obviously a part of 
Fiona's post-relationship with 
Raymond, but the result tends 
to degrade valid insights to 
clichéd or over-simplified con- 
clusions. 

It is a testament to Lau's po- 
etic ability that despite these 
narrative flaws the reader still 
feels compelled tocontinue. The 
grace and power of Lau's lan- 
guage comes through with rela-

If you followthe trajectory of 
this logic, you come up against a 
pretty ugly thought: that to be 
male and to be black are two 
things antithetical to an ideal of 
feminine beauty. 

That would explain, at least 
in part, why African-American 



models are rarely covergirls, or 
why they earn proportionately 
less cash for the same work as 
their white counterparts do. Or 
why, in or out of the fashion 
world, black women are under- 
stood as "exotics." 

RuPaul's popularity seems to 
turn on everyone's insistence 
that gender and race be malle- 
able, that no institution should 
be made of social or biological 
characteristics. RuPaul herself 
says she despises "boxes," ex- 
cept of course for the ones that 
carry all those sweet-smelling 
cosmetics. 

But would the contracts still 
come rolling in if tomorrow 
RuPaul showed up for work in a 
more conservative drag — 
chinos, for instance? Adamant 
that she is not placed in boxes, 
does RuPaul really have the fi- 
nal say in her own identity? 

Someone once said of 
Michael Jackson that "only in 
America can a poor black boy 
grow up to be a rich white 
woman." I asked RuPaul if she 
thinks he has reached a point 
where he can be a genderless, 
raceless, asexual being. 

"Honey, you're born naked 
and the rest is drag," she said. "I 
believe it's important to cel- 
ebrate uniqueness as well as cel- 
ebrating the sameness (between 
human beings)," 

Thank you, Cindy, uh, I mean 
Ru. 

So what's the 4-1-1 here? A 
new woman is made the object 
of an old advertising ploy; im- 
age retains its position as the 
privileged mode of successful 
communication, and life goes 
on as usual? 

Surely there's something 
more. 



Picking up the book, I was both 
excited and apprehensive: ex- 
cited at the thought that such a 
young Canadian writer could 
have equaled the power of the 
mucholderDuras;apprehensive 
because I've never trusted book 
jackets. 

The novel is a significant de- 
parture in theme from the book 
that won Lau national acclaim: 
Runaway: Diary of a Street Kid.. 
But this departure is obviously 
conscious. Since Runaway, Lau 
seems to have concentrated on 
moving away from that personal 
experience toward more univer- 
sal comments on love and life. 
Both the poetry and the book of 
short stories she has published 
since Runaway now read like 
successful exercises, preparation 
for a change in direction that is 
fully fleshed out in Other 
Women. 

The novel centers around 
Fiona, a young artist who is de- 
stroyed by a first love with a 
married man, Raymond. It is told 
from Fiona's point of view and 
their relationship isthe sole con- 
cern of the narrative. 

What invigorates the story is 
its presentation. It is told in chap- 
ters that alternate between a 
limited third person point of 
view and a first person point of 
view, addressed to the ex-lover 
Raymond. 

"In the morning I lay on top 
of you on the hotel bed, sheets 
crisp as snow around us, and 
took one of your hands in mine," 
Lau writes. 

This stylistic tension is ampli- 
fied by the language that Lau 
uses in each section: the third- 



somewhat dulled by Lau's use of 
sledgehammer imagery: when 
Raymond's around it's sunny, 
when he leaves it becomes 
cloudy and then rains. It rains a 
lot. I think the story takes place 
in Vancouver. 

Restraint is again thrown to 
thewind in one particularly pain- 
ful dream sequence. The se- 
quence takes place at a time 
when Fiona is still waiting and 
hoping that Raymond will burst 
through her door to tell her he 
loves her and that he's left his 
wife. 

She dreams that he is at the 
end of a long corridor, walking 
away from her though she is 
shouting his name. He's forgot- 
ten to give her something (you 
get a gold star if you've guessed 
love and commitment). Finally, 
he turns and holds his hands 
palms up to show that they are 
empty- he has nothing to give to 
her. You may have to pause at 
that point in the book to reach 
for some Tylenol. 

Lau suffers a similar attack of 
overkill in her repetitive descrip- 
tions of Fiona’s party/drinking/ 
crying binges and her less than 
revealing revelations about 
Fiona's growing obsession with 
Raymond. 

These thematic repetitions 
are framed as stories that Fiona 
hears of herfriends' experiences 
with affairs, betrayals and ob- 
sessions. Unfortunately, most of 
these stories are so neatly analo- 
goustoherownthatratherthan 
addinganotherdimensiontoher 
feelings, they merely re-enforce 
earlier conclusions, thereby ren- 
dering themselves superfluous. 



tive frequency (though still less 
than Duras) and keeps the book 
alive. 

Narratively, Lau picks up the 
pace in the last few pages when 
she deals with Fiona's resigna- 
tion to the affair's end. The last 
two chapters, along with the 
first two, show us Lau's ability to 
combine lush description and 
painfully stark dialogue into a 
whole that speaks volumes 
about the two sides of all rela- 
tionships. Here she hits her stride 
— she keeps the action simple 
and the emotion painfully ex- 
posed. 

At the end of the novel Fiona 
wonders how she can know 
which of her possible futures 
would have been best or worst. 
This is an appropriate ending 
since the reader is left asking 
the same questions. 

Because the novel alternates 
between soaring above expec- 
tations and falling flat under 
their weight. Other Women 
defies any easy conclusions 
aboutthis newdirection in Lau's 
work. While her poetry and sto- 
ries show a brilliant writer that 
moves easily from the personal 
to the projected, she seems to 
have some problems with focus 
in herf irst long work since Runa- 
way. Perhaps it is just a fluke of >j 
the story, perhaps her next novel 5 
will relinquish these doubts, or Q 
perhapssheisjusttoomuchof a d 
poet to be a novelist. On this O 
questionshemightlooktoDuras £ 
for inspiration and pare down w 
her longer works to expose the P 
brutal sparsity that makes the 
beginning and end of this novel 7 
so striking.

Forum to discuss

Internet starts 



With plans to charge students dial in fees 
to use outdated computer facilities and 
services, McGill seems an unlikely place 
for a symposium on the latest Cyberspace 
technology. But starting today, the Eng- 
lish Department's Cultural Studies Pro- 
gramme and the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research is hosting a confer- 
ence called "McGill in Cyberspace.” 

"The purpose [of the conference] is to 
get a debate going about how these 
new communication technologies will 
affect teaching, education and research. 
We don't expect to come out with any 
conclusion, but just get it started," says 
Marianne Stenbaek, conference coordi- 
nator and Cultural Studies director. 

McGill in Cyberspace will offer dem- 
onstrations of new technologies such as 
AsynchronousTransfer Mode (ATM) com- 
munication, which allows for a two-way 
live video conference. There will also be 
model robots controlled via satellite from 
Ottawa. Impressively, the conference will 
have a satellite link for these demonstra- 
tions courtesy of Telesat Canada. 

There will also be a series of discussion 
panels exploring issues like the ethics of 
the Internet, the effects of multimedia 
technology on culture and the Internet 
as a social equaliser. 

Discussion panels will not be made up 
of "experts," but instead will represent 
students, faculty members, private sec- 
tor and government employees. 

Jeremy Daly, one of the conference's 
student organisers, pointed out that 
panelists have differing opinionson com- 
puter policy. 

"Everyone has a different prediction 
or different philosophy about where [the 
Internet] is going".

"McGill will benefit internally [from 
this conference, but] it is more of a side 
effect (not the main reason for the con- 
ference]," said coordinator Thomas 
Fedoryak. 



According to Sten baek, 
it is ironic that McGill is 
hosting a conference on 
new technologies while 
holding on to outdated 
systems. She says students 
often express concern 
about the lack of facilities 
at McGill. Few professors 
incorporate the Internet 
rt as a research tool. 

} jj "[This conference] is 
>- *- increasingly important, 
specifically for students, 
because this is stuff we 
need to become familiar 
with," said Daly. She 
added that students will 
depend more and more 
on these new communi- 
cation technology for do- 
ing research in the fu- 
ture. 

"McGill is currently 
looking for a direction. 
The conference will help 
figure it out. I hope, by 
osmosis, McGill will slowly raise its pro- 
file on the Internet," said Fedoryak. 

The coordinators say that, if thisyear's 
turnout is high enough, they plan to 
make this conference an annual event. 
The International Society forElectronic 



Arts (ISEA) is currently holding its confer- 
ence in Montréal. Though the two events 
run concurrently, Stenbaek pointed out 
that "the audience is different for ISEA. 
The one here is aimed at staff and stu- 
dents, focusing on research and teach- 
ing." 

Hopefully the overlap of the two will 
compliment each other and address the 
role of the Internet in a world where 
there is already unequal access to infor- 
mation. 

Many skeptics charge that the devel- 
opment of the Internet will only widen 
the difference between the technologi- 
cally élite and the greater public who 
have little access to computer technol- 
ogy. 

"The Internet by itself will not give 
everyone an opportunity. We, as a soci- 
ety, have to share it and we need to 
make sure that anyone who needs the 
access or knowledge have it," countered 
Fedoryak. "It is up to us to fulfill the 
promise of the Internet."

21-22 in the Arts building and Moyse hall. 
Admission is free and everyone is welcome 
to drop in on the discussion panels and the 
demonstrations.
